THE BEGINNING. 


NEAR NATCHEZ—QNE KILLED AND. ABOUT 
TWENTY WOUNDED. 


NATCHEZ, Miss., Avril 24.—The storm of 
Sunday, so destructive to property very near 
Natchez, appears had its origin in Red River 
County, and passed northeast. 

It blew down a gin-house and three- 
quarters of the cabins on Surget’s Ashley 
place, Concordia Parish, wounding seven or 
eight persons, principally children. | 

One woman was killed. 

It also blew down a gin-house on Green’s 
place and prostrated the @amps at Neeley’s 
lime- works. 

it crossed the river twelve miles below 
Natchez, passed two miles east, and wrecked 
the fair-grounds Building and seven houses 
on Hutton’s place, some in Morgantown, 
and wounded many colored persons. 

The Board of Aldermen today appropri- 
ated $390, and the citizens subscribed a large 
amount for the relief of Beauregard and 
Wesson. gy Hy 


BEAUREGARD AND WESSON. 
PITIFUL SCENES. 

New Or.vEaAns, La., April 24.—[Special.]— 
Itis almost impossible to picture the terri- 
ble distress and desolation that have fallen 
upon Wesson and Beauregard. the latter 
suffering: total destruction. The most sor- 
rowful and pitiful incidents surround onejon 
every side. Children parentless and home- 
less, mothers whose little ones were torn 
from their arms, husbands seeking wives and 


families, all present a scene that is heart- 


rending in the extreme; The excitement 
has, of course, not yet abated, but, in the 
midst of it all, there is a good 
and noble work being done for the 
unfortunate and wounded. Everything that 
can be suggested forthe immediate relief 
of the sufferers is being done, but help is 
greatly needed in the way of food, money, 
and clothing. A number of persons were 
badly injured by flying timbers, and it is 
greatly feared the death-list will be increased 
in consequence. Special trains have arrived 
bringing physicians and nurses, and there is 
no lack of ready hands and wiliing hearts to 
succor and relieve the injured. A relief 
movement has been inaugurated along the 
railroad line. A number of the wounded 
able to be removed on stretchers have been 
sent to the neighboring towns. 

Itis quite cold tonight at Wesson and 
Beauregard, and the sufferers want for cloth- 
Gov. Lowery. says 
he willcome duwa from Jackson to Beaure- 
gard in the morning and take charge of the 
situation. 

SCENES IN BEAUREGARD. 

All was bustie and confusion. Gangs of 
men were at work getting out goods from 
the. wrecked stores, and scores of ox teams 
were hauling the recovered property away. 
The homeless people had gotten toge ther 
the remaining effects and were moving them 
in wagons and carts. @A construction train 
was receiving the débris of the broken 
box-cars. A Relief Committee headed by L. 
O. Bridewell was systematically at work is- 
suing rations and distributing clothing. Doé- 
tors Lehmanand Fitch werealso assisting the 
wounded. Assistance also came from Jack- 
son, Utica, and other points. In their rounds 
among the wounded sad scenes were wit- 
nessed. The groans and moans were heart- 
rending. It was particularly touching to see 
the little children, numbers of them svareely 
more than babies. Scarcely a murmur Was 
heard from the little ones, and none com- 
plained. One little girl, 5 years old, wanted 
++ mamma to tome and fix my arim.’

The minister, the Rev. H. B. Lewis, had 
his skull fractured.

But what is most remarkable in this most 
frightful storm, notwithstanding the houses 
in its track were filled with human beings, 
very few received more than slight/injuries, 
In one dwelling nine persons had congre- 
gated in one room, and upon this room was 
biown a large oak, injuring unly two of the 
parties. 

Many people are houseless and homeless, 
and at this season of the year will have to 
seek other means of living than farming.

By the time it 
reached Georgia it appears to have divided

Well authenticated reports from Americus 
place the 
Sumter County at $100,000, The cy- 
clone struck the county twe miles 
belaw . Bottsford, and went~out near. 
Oglethorpe, leaving a track of perhaps three 
quarters of a mile in width. The cabins on 
Justice M. G. Logan’s place were blown 
down. The Faust plantation was faid in 
ruins, and Faust killed by the falling tim 
bers of his house, though whether it was 
Dan Faust or his aged father we cannot 
learn, Mrs. Thomas Carrum, formerly Miss 
Faust, was killed at the next place, 

There is no definit aceount of the storm- 
track for the next three mi'es, but it struck 
the Aunsicy plantatiop, six miles from Amer- 
icus, and deinvlished the houses and fences 
and killed Asa Ansley, an aged minister, _ 

Blowing down all the tinsber fences and 
houses in its course, it next struck the place 
of William Page and did $2,000 damages, also 
killing a negro, whose name could not be 
leatned. 

Coming on in its course it struck with full 
force and fury the plantation of .W. W. 
Poole, five miles below Americus, and blew 
away a handsome residence and numerous 
outhouses and ail the fencing.

THE NEW TARIFF. 


ASSISTANT-SECBETARY FRENCH’S NEW YORK 
COON FERENCE. 

New York, April 24.—[Special.}—Henry 
F. French, Assistant-Secretary of the United 
States Treasury, spent three hours today in 
consultation with promipent customs offi- 
cers in Collector Robertson’s office about the 
provisions of the new tariff law, Besides 
the Collector there were present Naval Offi- 
cer Grabam, Appraiser Ketcham, and me 
of the heads of the departments in cus- 
tom-house. Various features of the new 
Taritf bill were considered and efforts to un- 
ravel some of the knotty points met. with 
only partial success, Assistant-Secretary 
French stated that there were certain 
sections of the new Tariff bill that 
were not practical, but as the questions 
that might arise under such sections were 
paseky poems questions, he did not think it 
would be policy to make any public state- 
ment regarding them. The prin®ipal mat- 
ters under discussion were the provisions of 
Sec. 50f the amended tariff relating to the 
coverings, cases, packing ete., which in- 
close iniported articles. nder the old law 
merchandise had two values—the market 
value and the dutiable value. The market 
value was the wholesale price of the goods in 
the country from whence they are exported: 
the dutiable value comprised the market value 
am? the cost of transportation, commissions, 
together with the value of the erates, boxes, 
and coverings in which the goods are piaced. 
The new tariff law repealed so much of this 
section as related to imposing Import duties 
on the eost of transportation, commissions, 
and values of the crates and boxes, but the 
question arose among the Treasury author- 
ities as to whether all boxes and cases in 
which imported goods were packed were 
exempt from taxation. There was a varied 
expression of views on this point today. 
It was suggested that while it was the intent 
of the law to exempt ail rough outer cover- 
ings of imported merchandise, it was not de- 
signed to include under the exemption 
clause the fancy boxes, baskets, or coverings 
which inclose small packages “of goods. 
Gloves, artificial towers, expensive buttons, 
perfumery bottles, and many smal! articles 
are putup in elaborate boxes, which, in 
wholesale or retail sales, zo with the goods, 
and are therefore regarded as part of the 
goods themselves. It wasargued by some of 
the gentiemen today that ail such 
fancy cartons should be made to pay 
a duty, as being in every sense a part of the 
salabie value of the goods which they con- 
tained. Collector Robertson was of the 
opinion that any covering which was neces- 
sary to the safe transportation of imported 
merchandise should, under the law, ex- 
empt from taxation; but all other coverings 
should be made dutiable. Mr. French ex- 
pressed no positive opinion on the subject, 

the watter was left open for official de- 
cision hereafter. Some technica] questions 
were submitted to the Assistant Secretary for 
his consideration by the Collector and other 
officers. Assistant-Secretary French expecis 
to remain in the city a day or two longer, 
and there will probably pe some further con- 
ferences in the gisienr house on the subject 
of the new tariff. 


DIVORCE. 


MARRYING THEREAFTER UNDER CERTAIN 
CONDITIONS NOT BIGAMY. 


New York, April 24.—|Special.|—In the 
ease of the Peopie against Constantine Fa- 
ber, the Court of Appeals declared today that 
& person who contracts a marriage in this 
State in violation of a prohibition contained 
in a decree of divorce for adultery commits 
bigamy. Hitherto the offet.se committed has 
been held to bea mere gisdemeanor, it be- 
ing assumed that the marriage relation be- 
tween the parties to the divorce suit was dis 
solved by the decree, and that the prohibi- 
tion was in the nature of a condition 
which the person upon whom it was 
imposed might evade by taking the 
risk of a light punishment.. At the trial of 
Faber his counsel conceded that a decree of 


divoree had been granted against him, and 
that iu violation of the prohibition he bad 
married a second time in this State, the 
vomen who had procured .the divorce being 
yetalive. They insisted that he had com- 
mitted only a misdemeanor. Judge Cilder- 
sleeve retused to order the jury to acquit, 
and Faber was convicted of biganiy. He was 


‘feetences to the State Prison for five years, 


was taken there to. serve his 
term of imprisonment. party in 
March general term of the 
Supreme Court reversed: the judgment of 
conviction. declared Faber to have commit- 
ted a misdemeanor only, and ordered him to 
be released from prison. He was released, 
and it isnot known whére he nowis. The 
opinion of the Court of Appeals was written 
py ¢ aces Rapallo, and concurred in by all 
his associates except Judges Andrews 
and Earle. It says that conclusion must 
be arrived at that a person against whom a

PNEUMONTA. 
DEATHS THEREFROM STEADILY INCREASING. 
New York, April 24.—(Specia!l.|—Deaths 
from pneumonia in this city have increased 
in number steadily in recent years. Fora 
time physicians did not take much notice of 
the increase, but it was noticed by persons 
familiar with the vital statistics of the city 
that the percentage of deaths from the dis- 
ease wag out of proportion to the natural in- 
crease in populaticn. The death-rate to 
every 1,000 inhabitar from pneumonia i 
1877 was 28.01: in 1878 Was 211: 
in 1879, 2.33; in 1880, 254; in Ise, 
2.62; and in 1882, 2,80. There has been also 
a-slight increase in the percentage of deatis 
from consumption and bronchitis. A table 
of deaths from all causes, embracing a 
period of about ei “iff “gy has been pre- 
recently by r. John T. Nagle 
sputy Registrar Vital Statistics, 
from this table the follow figures are 
taken: From the beginning of 1843 to the 
close of 1882, a period of forty years, 987,365 
persons died in this city; of that number, 
129,487 died from consumption, 64,311 from 
pheumonia, and 24,344 from bronchitis.

THE SUBJECTS OF A MEDICAL LECTURE. 

New York, April 2%—|[Special,j—Four 
lepers in the charity hospital on Blackwell’s 
Island were today the subjects for the en- 
lightenment of a body of physicians belong- 
ing to the County Medical Society. Drs. 
Daniel Lewis, Enrique V. Agremonte, Jesse 
L, Morrill, Oscar P. Honeggar, W. M. Cham- 
berlin, and Augustus T. Buehler, besides 
several students, listened to an explanation 
of the plague in the forms shown in the pa- 
tients, and saw with their own eyes its ef- 
fects. The case of Peter Anderson, 
a Norwegian 26 # years of age, 
is the . most startling. He con- 
tracted the disease from a_ relative 
in Minnesota, He came of a leprous family, 
but showed no signs of leprosy until seven 
years ago, when dark spots made their ap- 
pearance on him. He is emaciated, and so 
badiy are his eyes affected that he wears 
heavy goggles. Charlies Evans, a young 
man of 24, is a native of Maryiand, but he 
lived many years in the Bermudas, where 
leprosy is supposed to have obtained its 
hold on him. Not until he returned to 
this country did he become aware 
that he was stricken. He has 
been at the hospital for two 
years. The third patient is Adolph 
Miller, a Dane, who came from the West In- 
dies. Heisa printer by trade and 22 years 
old. Spots began teecover his skin nine 
months ago, and the léthof last month he 
went tothe hospital. The last is Sam Kee, 
a Chinaman 24 years old, who ecalis himseif 
Ouney Jobnson. He was bort in Hong 
Koug, but came to California when a smal! 
boy and from thence to New York. He was 
received at the =hospital ai short 
time ago. Dr. L. L. Seaman, Chief 
of Staff of the hospital, said there 
was no doubt but that the wen were papers. 
They were all ciearly-defined cases. hile 
care was taken to prevent the spread of the 
disease, Dr. Seaman said he had no more 
fear of handling them in the treatment than 
eases of malarial fever. Dr. Chamberlin 
of the staff, said that the establishment o 
isolated communigjes was the only means of 
preventing the spread of leprosy, As the 
roportion of cases increased so geometrical- 
y would the danger increase.

Thomas Shine,a Painter, Gives Up His 
Liie as a KBesuit of a Bow in a Dis- 
reputabie Quarter. - . 

While Lieut. Laugblin, Seret. Madigan, and 

Officer Gijlard sat chatting with each other at

the armory at a few minutes past 1 o'clock

Details of the Horribie Butehery of 
Fred and Charies Ward at Creel City, 
DD. Tk. 

Sr. Paut, Minn,, April %—4Special.]—A 
Grand Forks special to the Pioneer-Press 
savs: The news of the murder of the Ward 
brothers caused great excitemen there. They 
had a claim at Devil’s Lake, and while living 
there moved @ shanty on aclaim near Creel 
City which was claimed by a man named 
Bell, one of Cree]’s men. Creel went to F red 
Ward, and hot words ensued. In the night 
the shanty was moved off the Bell claim. 
Fred Ward was afterwards in this city, and 
said he had not given up the claim and would 
not move off from it exeept when forced 
by law. Sunday last the Ward brothers 
builta shanty on the claim close to the one 
previously buile by Bell, and then went to 
sleep. Bell and a party of comrades started 
from Creel City to sleep on his claim. As he 
approached it the party wags fired upon by 
the Ward boys anda man or men in their 
employ. Belland his party retreated and 
repaired to Creel City for reinforcements, 
after which the entire party retarned to dis- 
lodge the claim-juipers. What ensued is 
not known, altheugh it is asserted that con- 
siderable firing was heard the early part of 
the night by others living in the vicinity. 

THE DISCOVERY, 

Monday morning the bodies of the Ward 
brothers were found lying dead by “the 
shanties, They found Charlie lying on his 
right side, with an ivory-handled revolver in 
his hand. He was shot through the back, 
and was lying midway between the two 
shanties already mentioned. Fred was lying 
behind one of the shanties, resting on his 
back. A man named Laschelle saw the 
bodies early Monday morning as he was driv- 
ing from Deyil’s Lake to Creel City. He left 
the bodies undisiurbed and hastened to 
Creel City and thence back to Devil’s Lake 
City, where he notified the authorities. 
Judge Bennett immediately proceeded with 
others todhe seene of the affray. Mr. La- 
scheile’s report is confirmed in every particu- 
lar by others who also saw the bodies where 
it is supposed they had fallen. 

Furtier adyices diseloge the fact that 
Charlie Ward was shot twice. One ball, en- 
tering the back of the neck and passing for- 
ward, came out in front, close to the throat. 
‘The other, entering the back as before stated, 
made its exit, alter passing through the body, 
close to the left nipple. Fred was shot 
through the chest 

DETAILS. 

It also appears that the Ward boys had 
with them a man, who tnade his escape froin 
thé scene of action, and attempted to give 
the alarm at Devil’s Lake City, but his re- 
port was not credited, He gays the bovs 
were in one of the shanties when an attack 
was made on them by at least thirty armed 
men, and that Fred was shot while in tne 
Shanty. Charlie was shot while endeavoring 
to make his eseape. ENHiott is the name 
of the man who was with the Ward 
boys in the shanty, and his story 
isas follows: The crowd surrounded the 
shanty between 2 and 8 o’ciock in the, morn- 
ing, and calling to the Ward boys ordered 
them to leave, This they refused to do, 
whereupon thé crowd retreaied a short dis- 
tance and fired’a volley into the Shanty. As 
the result of this volley Fred Ward was 
killed. Elliott further says that after the 
shooting subsided he darted through the 
door and started to run. He was caught, 

d, after being badly kicked and 
beaten, was unceremonionsly told to 
“git,” which he did without § standing 
on the oftder of so doing. Elliott 
also says that ic was undoubtediy while try- 
ing to escape that Charlie received the two 
shots in the back which terminated his life. 
After killing the two brothers the crowd 
proceeded to clean out the shanty, removing 
its contents to the outside, and also carrying 
out Fred Ward’s body. 

A FUSILLADE. 


rhe informant says that more than thirty 
bullet-holes could be counted in the board- 
siding of the shanty. M. Ransom arrived 
today on the train from the West, and says 
the above account is true. He was 
one of the first who saw _§ the 
bodies. He said that they were 
both lying oufside the shanty. Charlie had 
a pistol in bis hand. He thought that Fred 
had been shot in the neck. He says that 
twelve parties have been arrested, whose 
names cannot be learned. It is said that a 
telegram has been received at Michigan City 
that Charlie B. Farwell, of Chicago, is on his 
way to the scene of the murder, and that he 
will push the prosecution. Undertaker 
Thomas went to Bartlett today, and will em- 
balm the bodies for the purpose of sending 
them to Chicago for interinent, 

CREEL’S STATEMENT. 

Lieut. Creel, who is in St. Paul, was seen 
today, and said; “i know nothing whatever 
about it. The two brothers were nice young 
men and triepdsof mine. They stipped with 
me at my house during the winter. Fred was 
with me at West Point. Lhave nothing to say 
about the killing, and bave no theory respecting 
it. AS to their not booming the town, that is a 
mistake. They did boom the town. It was to 
their interest to doit. Il wave them all they had, 
160 acres, lying about a quarter of a mile 
east of the town. am sorry for them, 
as they were intelligent and respected 
young men, and bed a bright a tuture before 
them. They bore a good reputation in Creel 
City. There has been a good deal of claim-jump- 
ing, but that is to be stopped effectually.”’ 

“Dia the Ward boys do any ciaim-jumping?” 

“Yes, they jumped a claim on a man trom 
St. Paul by the name of John Bell. I imagine 
that the Citizens’ Protective Association is re- 
sponsible for their taking off.” 

CREKEL’S STATEMENT... 

Heber W. Creel, who resigned his Seeond- 
Lieutenancy in the Seventh Cavalry iast fail, 
did 80 80 as to look after big ianded interest in 
the town on Devil’s Lake named after bim, and 
is principal member of the syndicate which 
owns land largely iu Devil's Lake country, Creel 
arrived in St. Paul Sunday, the 16th inst., on 
business connected with the location of the 
new land ollice and bas been here ever since. He 
was interviewed jast evening and made the foi- 
lowing statement: 

“I believe the Ward boys were shot by 
members of the Citizens’ Protective Association 
who bad sworn to kii] the next man who jumped 
a claim. ‘That's frontier law, in mining-camps 
ora newtown. Now, as tomy connection with 
the Ward boys. In October, 1872, 

Ward came out to wy piace 

with bim a letter from Col. Smith, 
Engineer of the Manitoba Road. | took him 
into my house at once, and treated bim the best 
I knew how. Later in the year Fred Ward 
Came out, and he was an old friend, hay- 
ing been through West Point with me. I 
Knew him well and ijked him. I gave the 
boys 160 acres of iand in the town-site of Creels- 
burg. They staid with me for weeks, and we 
got along first-rate. I was giad to have 
tne boys there, especially red. Along 
toward the iatter part of January of 
this year Fred was at my bouse, and 
spent the night, and in the marning we started 
to ride over to Devil’s Lake City. hen we gor 
along toward the edge of the town (Creelsburg) 
we Saw a wagon with a bouse on it—one of the 
claim shanties, you know—and Fred 
said he must over there and see 
it. There Was a man named Fister with me, and 
when Bred had gone he said to me: ‘Creel, 
those Wards are going to jump one of your 
claims.” I said, ‘Nonsense, Il’il vouch for 
those boys as I would for myself. 
I ean epeak. for Fred; we were not 
through West Point togetwer without knowing 
each other pretty well. He said, “ You had bet- 
ter go over there, just the same, and see about 
it; ang J did so. To my astonishment, Fred 
was there, and the house, which I sup- 
posed bad been put down where it, was on 
account of the wagon stalling, or at any rate 
only temporarily—was set up witbin twenty feet 
of aciaim shanty belonging to Jobn Beil. Bell 
was hoiding the claim tor Mr. Farrington, of the 
syndicate. [ wus, of course, very angry 
after all I bad done for the boys, 
oy said Na agg who was alsothere: * You 
wet « 0 ere; you're acting the seoundr 
and you know in The Wards went away, a? 
carpenter they bad there workmg wouidn’t wo 
until I knocked him down, which I did 
a couple of -times. bave the scar 
on my Knuckle yet where I struck him. The 
citizens of Creelsbure were enraged at* the 
Wards, and might bave taken summary ven-

THE MODIFICATION OF THAT TREATY. 

New York, April 23.—[Special.]—When

CRITICISM OF FRELINGHUYSEN’S COURSE BY

of Secretary Frelinghuysen with regard to 
the modification of the Clayton-Bulwer 
treaty—is a humiliation for our State De 
partment.

Mr. Biaine, in a series of dispatches, 
had indicated the changes desired by our 
Government in order. to adapt the 
treaty to the altered circumstances 
which the lapse of more than thirty 
years had produced.

The 
voluminous letter of Lord Granville, couched, 
itis true, in the most courteous terms, is

the most humiliating part of it is that Lord 
Granville relies mainly for his argument 
upon a dispatch written by J. M. Clayton, 
one of the ablest of American Secretaries of 
State, on file in the archives of the State 
Department.

AMERICAN GLASSES. 
TOO BIG FOR WATER, AND TOO SMALL FOR 
BEER! 

WasurneTon, D. C., April 24.—[Special.]— 
In the report of Consul Wilson, of Brussels, 
to the State Department on the best means 
of introducing American glassware into that 
country the following hint is given: 

There is in the manufacture of most Amer- 
ican beer-giasses and water-goblets for this and 
other contineptal markets an error made which 
will coutinue to prevent their sale unicss cor- 
rected. The peopie of Europe generally are not 
great water-drinkers and find our water-gobilets 
altogether too large. but,on the other hand, they 
are great beer-drinkers, and complain that our 
beer-giasses are much too small, and I am as- 
sured by a number of parties who have unsuc- 
cessfully attempted to introduce these articles 
into general use here that but for these defects 
they would doubtless bave succeeded.

INDIAN NEWS. 


The Rangers Again Restiess—Territory 
Matters. 

Wasuineron, D. C., April 24.—Indian- 
Agent Wilcox telegraphs to the Indian Office 
that a ceampany of rangers are now near San 
Carlos Agency, evidently intending to sur- 
prise the Indians. Their suspicious move- 
ments are exciting the Indians, and it is 
thought that serious results may ensue. The 
agent expresses the fear that the Indians can- 
not be influenced cto act soiely on the de- 
fensive, and says they should not be put to 
the test. Secretary Teller today directed 
Agent Wilcox to inform the rangers now in 
the vicinity of the reservation that they must 
not surprise the Indians. He also directed 
Agent Wilcox to acquaint the officers in 
charge of the United States troops of the sit- 
uation in order that precautions may be taken 
to avert trouble. 

Ex Paso, N. M., April 24.—Lieut. Davis, ot 
the Third Cavairy, commanding the detach- 
ment at San Carlos Agency, called the In- 
dian Chiefs together and explained the situ- 
auion as to the threatened attack on the 
reservation by the alleged rangers from 
‘Tombstone. The Chiefs promised to obey 
Crook’s wishes. They will defend them- 
selves from attack on the reservation, but 
will not go off or follow if assailed. ‘There 
are 400 left for defense. Davis is not alarmed 
at.the prospect of an attack or doubtful of 
the Indians obeying orders. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 24.—|Svecial.] 
—Secretary Teller has been in correspond- 
ence with the Agent at San Carios in regard 
to the threatened Indian troubles there.

Arrest of the Assistant-Postmaster at 
Racine =— He Contesses to Having 
Stolen the Fund«—iIn Iowa, 

Racine, Wis., April 24.—|Special.]—Fri- 
day last Post-Office Luspectors Stuart and 
King arrived in the city with the intention of 
auditing the books of Assistant-Postmaster 
Henry T. Wright, and tdund that the Gov- 
ernment is short about $5,000, which has 
been stolen through a system of false re- 
porting to headquarters. In less than three 
years he has got away with $3,000 under the 
administration of Postmaster N. J. Field, 
the balance being appropriated when H. W. 
Wright was Postmaster. The defaulter 
is no relation to ex-Postimaster 
Wright. At one time he _ reported 
$1,600 worth of stamps on hand, when 
there was only about $600 worth. The bal- 
ance-sheets for a number of years past have 


been falsified in thesame manner. ‘The pris- 
oner admitted his guilt When arrested, inak- 
ing a clean confession of the whole affair. 
He has been an employé of the office for 


seven years, going in when Col. W. L. Utieg-| 


was Postmaster. He is a married man, aged 
40, with a wife and one child, and all parties 
connected with the post-office during his 
service there have placed the most implicit 
confidence in him. Mr. Fieid’s predecessor, 
upon being asked by that gentleman a ques- 
tion as té his trustworthiness, stated that he 
would stake his life on his honesty.

The Troubles in the Hocking Valley. 

CoL.umbBus, O., April 24.—[Special. |—The 
trouble between the coal companies of the 
Hiocking Valley and the haulers, which has 
been assuming such threatening aspects for 
some time past, culminated this morning in 
an entire suspension of mining throughout 
the valley. The question now causing the 
trouble is the same which agitated the Nel- 
sonville district last month. About the mid- 
die of the month of March last work was 
suspended in the mines constituting what is 
known as the Ohio Coal Exchange, eom- 
posed of the following: P. Hayden & Co., 
W. B. Brooks & Son, Consolidated 
Coal & Mining Company, Nelsonville 
Coal & Coke Company, W. A. Shoemaker & 
Co., H. C. Will & Co., Laurel Hill Coal Com- 
pany, Sackett, Smart & Co., Jonnson Broth- 
ers & Patterson, C. L. Poston &Co., and 
Ricketts & Matthews. The haulers wanted 
$2.05 a day for nine hours’ work, and the 
companies fixed the price at $1.75. 
Straitsville miners and haulers, at this time, 
called upon the Nelsonville brethren to come 
out and stand firm, and they (the Straitsville 
men) would join them in the struggle; 
but they did not do so, and after 
waiting until about the Sth of 
the Nelsonville men went to work at the re- 
duced price, and have continued ever since. 
The same.question has now come up qn the 
order issued by the Columbus & Hocking 
Coal & Iron Company—the new syndicate— 
reducing the wages of their baulers to $1.75 
per day, taking etfect March. ‘The Miners’ 
Union last winter resolved that when any 
trouble occurred to bring out any of the 
men, that all should come out, and there 
should be some unanimity of action about 
their strikes; so, when the Straitsville 
people affected by the order of the 
Columbus’& Hocking people came out, the 
Nelsonville, Sand Run, Monday Creek, and 
Buchtel men were persuaded to join them, 
and the result is that today alinost every 
mine in the Hocking Valley region is at a 
standstill, and pr bably 2,000 or 3,000 men 
lying idle. . ‘ihe fact that work is guiet and 
trade dull, making very little demand for 
coal at this time, puts these mines in an in- 
dependent. position, and it would make very 
little difference to them whether their men 
were working or not. Three Mines were 
worked in the Straitsville district yesterday, 
but they are out this morning, making the 
chain of outs complete in that region. 

While this isa question relating only to 
the wages of the hapiers, the miners are 
backing them up in it for the purpose, of 
course, Of having the same position taken by 
the haulegs should the miners at any time 
have occasion to strike, thus enabling the 
nmiiners to control the entire field. The oper- 
ators claim that they have been paying wages 
far in advance of their ability to pay and 
sneceed in competing with other coal 
regions. In the Cambridge, Massillon, and 
Tuscarawas Valley mines the average 
wages of haulers and laborers is from $1.35 
to $1.50 per day, while the haulers of the 
Hocking Valley are not asked to work fer 
‘They demand $2,05, 
which the Hocking people cannot pay and 
fairly compete with those paying only $1.35 
or $1.50 per day. The operators also claim 
that they have been operating their turnaces 
and wills at a great disadvautage of late in 
order to givethe men work. If this present 
strike prevails any - length of time 
the furnaces and mills will be as dead as the 
mines, thereby bringing about no little 
amount of suffering to the laborers and their 
families, and naturaily making hard times 
among thein. ‘There are many good, sensi- 
ble, thinking men among the miners, and 
some among the haulers, although it is 
stated that the majority of the latter are 
young iben and boys, who do not stop te 
think of the outcome of these strikes, and 
there is no reasoning with them. If the 
counsel and admonition of the = solid, 
thinking miners were heeded 
men would be far better off. 
it has never yet been shown where one of 
these strikes ever paid. The operators fee! 
satisfied that they are doing everything they 
can consistently for their men, and do not 
propose to back down from their stand. If 
men can hired to work 
coal regions for $1.35 and $1.50 per day, they 
can certainly be brought to work in the 
Some of 
the overators here are sanguine enough to 
think that the present condition of affairs 
will not hang fire after today; that 
as soon as the men get together and counsel 
over the matter their better judgment will 
prevail and they will go to work. On the 
other hand it was thought that as soon as the 
men got out and cametogether and pondered 
over and discussed tiecir troubles, real or 
imaginary, the hotter the fight would be 
waged, for a time at least. 

Mr. T. Longstreth, Vice-President and 
General Manager of the coal department of 
the Celumbus & Hocking Valley Coal 
& Iron Company, stated to THE 
TRIBUNE represeutative that there were 
twenty-one mines idle in the 
Hocking Valley. The officers of the Ohio 
Coal Exchange were of the opinion that as 
the fight was made in their district last 
month, resulting in the meu going to work at 
the reduced wages, they would not be in this 
strike, although it was adinitted that one 
mine of the Consolidated Coal & Minmag 
Company, at Sand Run, and Smart & Co., at 
Sand Run, a mine of the Nelsonville Coal & 
Coke Company, at Buchtel, and W. P. Rend 
& Co.’s mine at Straitsville,.of the Ohio Coal 
Kxchange, were out yesterday. 

No disturbance has been reported at any 
of the mines, and is not likely to occur an- 
less new men should attempt to go to work 
at the old figures. 

From alj appearances the strike will bea gen- 
eral affair, but there was a <eneral good feel- 
ing among the miners, and many of them were 
endeavoring to push matters to a peaceabie 
termination. “It is probable,” said Mr. 
Longstreth, ** that a solution of the difficulty 
can be reached, but no backward steps will 
be taken by our company.” 

President Greene, of the Columbus, Hock- 
ing Valley & Toledo Railway, said that their 
road was liauling coal at a much lower figure 
than that demanded by the trunk lines, in 
order -to accommodate the mines of the 
Hocking Valley to hold the trade in com- 
peting with the other regions. 

A special from Dayton teday says: “ In- 
formation has been received here by the 
Southern Ohio Coal & Lron Company, which 
owns extensive mines at Wellston and Coal- 
ton, Jackson County, that there is a formida- 
bie strike of over 800 miners at the latter 
place. ‘There are twenty-five mines at Coal- 
ton, with a capacity of 165 cars daily, and all 
have been closed in pig geritee ‘The strike 
isamong eutry men and Knights of Labor. 
The former have been receiving $2 per day, 
but this was recently reduced te $1.75. The 
miners at once objected to this action of the 
operators, and after refusal of their demand 
for the old scale of wages they struck ina 
body.”’ 


The Pig-Iron Dealers Despondent Over 
Low Prices. 

New York, April 24.—([Special.|—There 
was a stir of activity on the iron and metal 
Exchanges today in consequence of reports 
from Philadelphia that a large number of 
sales had been made in pig-iron at the re- 
duced price. There were a few sales on the 
exchanges here during the morning, but the 
prevailing feeling was in favor of awaiting 
developments. Secretary Shrever, of the 
New York Iron & Metal Exchange, said it 
would not be surprising if No. 1 pig-iron 
went down to $20 per ton, but upon reach- 
ing that point there would be a reaction which 
would send the price up again.

The bricklayers say it is now their turn to 
talk of desperate measures in regard to the 
action of the bosses, that they are not only 
trying to misrepresent some of the funda- 
mental principles of the union, but when 
they are quietly using persuasive means to 
get the new men—brought here by the mast- 
ers to take their places—to join the union 
the police patrols are called and men run off 
to the police stations, only to be discharged 
without proseeution.. They point to the ease 
»f Charles Goodyear, who was before Justice 

Lau finann peeseneey charged with intimida- 
tion at Winkler and Roessler’s building, as 
only one of a great many where men have 
been arrested, and when the masters find 
they can get bail they refuse to prosecute, 
knowing, it is alleged, they can’t make outa 
case. The Secretary of the union says, if there 
was no habeas corpus act, and men could 
not get bail, Mr. Prussing would have every 
inan jailed who walked the streets with mor- 
tar on his clothing. ‘The alle misrepre- 
sentation regarding the union by the master 
masons that the former are objecting to is 
that in regard to the stewards elected from 
among the men on every job.

“The truth of the matter is,” said Mr. 
Edwards, of the firm of Edwards & Dignam, 
“the old men are as a general thing so 
valuable on account of their experience that 
they are worth as much if not morethana 
younger mason to have about the jobif 
they don’t lay half the amount of brick that 
the younger ones do.” The special duties of 
the steward, as defined by these gentiemen, 
are to examine the working-cards ot the 
men, take care of any men injured on the 
work, and see that he has proper attention, 
and decide any questions arising in regard to 
the job that might be detrimental to the in- 
terests of the union. 

. Some of the masters who have become 
careless in dealing with the strikers who 
hang around their works will provably be 
recuired to give evidence ot an intention to 
brace up at the masters’ meeting today, or 
have their supply of men limitea when they 
allow them to be taken away by the union- 
ists. 

The uni¢n men were in excellent spirits 
yesterday, owing to the factthat eight meu 
were induced to leave Crilly & Co.’s building, 
and five were taken from Tapper & Morti- 
mersalso. Of the thirteen men taken from 
Goebel & Co. Monday «here were, they said, 
only three found to have returned to work, 
although the masters claimed eight. One of 
the three, the unionists say, isa chronic beat, 
to whom théy have given consideraole money 
on his poverty-stricken representations, but 
who will get no more help from them as he 
is considered instrumental in-causing the 
other two to return to work. 

Several men of prominence who request 
that their names be not used are of the opin- 
ion that the bricklayers will win, as they 
think that the busses are not getting the men 
they expected, and the brickmakers are not 
as firmas the masters had expected them to 
be. The general impression seems to be 
itisnot yettoo late to push the buildings 
projected, if the strike is settled inside of 
two weeks. 

“Gus” Cudmore, foreman for Bryant 
Cullen, Superintendent of the South Side 
Gas Works, came to the bricklayers’ hall 
yesterday and took twelve men to the works 
corner of McGregor and Hanover street, and 
said he would probably need twice that many 
today after the excavations for the tauk walis 
were cleaned out again, the recent rains Hav- 
ne cones them in. 

cdward & Dignam are working twenty- 
five men bvilersettine and repairing, and 
were contracting some work yesterday that 
would require fifteen more. 

Thomas Mayer took four men from the hall 
yesterday to work ona building at No. 1813 
State street. 

A lengthy communication was received 
yesterday trom the Carpenters’ & Joiners’ 
Association pledging the bricklayers $1,000, 
and entreating them to stand firm. 

The Eleventh Branch of the Carpenters’ 
Brotherhood held an open meeting in the- 
Methodist Church Block, corner of Wash- 
ington and Clark street, last eveni ‘the 
meeting was addressed by Mr. L. E. Snyder, 
W. T. Henders and others. One thou- 
sand dollars was Voted out of the treasury 
to aid the bricklayers, and it was resolved 
that each member donate’one day’s waxes a 
week to help the bricklayers as long as the 
present strike continues. The meeting was 
large and enthusias.ic, and a number of new 
members were initiated. The brotherhood 
claims 2,100 members in Chicago. 

The Plasterers’ Union met last evening at 
76 Fifth avenue. ‘Tne meeting was noisy and 
turbulent, bui it was finally voted to assess 
each member $2 for the benefit ef the brick- 
layers. ‘This, with last week’s appropria-

Prrrspura, Pa., April 24.—[Special.]—The 
railroad coal miners by their delegates in 
convention today resolved to refuse the 
three-cent offer of the operators, and to order 
a general strike to commence forthwith for 
their original demand of three and.a half 
cents.

The strikers nuin- 
ber about 7.000. They will be sustained as 
far as possible by the Knights of Labor and 
the Amalgamated Association. Overators 
say they cannot concede the advance in the 
present condition of the trade, and sume of 
them say they will import miners to take the 
places of the strikers. Should the operators 
huld out there is reason to believe the strik- 
ers will ultimately back down, Already 
there is talk of a split in the miners’ associa- 


tion.

Hayti. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., April 24.—[Special. ] 
—There seems very little doubt that Capt. 
Rand, of the steamer Tropic, and the First 
Mate, Thomas Pender, have been guilty of 
a gross vivlation of the neutrality laws in 
carrying arms and ammunition to Hayti, and 
Ahere is some proof to show that it was a 
speculation of their owners, Warner & Mer- 
ritt, as well. 

Jacob Johnson, one of the crew who went 
out with her on her last voyage from this 
port, March 15, for Port Antonio, said 
today: “While the vessel was at 
Neafie & Levy’s wharf, previous 
to sailing from here, about 
100 boxes were brought on board. 1 did not 
know what their contents were,.but I sus- 
pected that they contained arms and ammu- 
nition and I handled them carefully. The 
first port we made after leaving here was 
Port Inagua, where we took on board about 
thirty or forty men, Who came as passengers. 
We remained at this port only about two 
hours, and on leaving we met the steamer 
Aiva, of the Atlas Line. Afterwards we 
were boarded by an officer from an English 
inan-of-war that was lying in the harbor. He 
took Capt. Rand on board his vessel, 
where he remained a half hour, and we went 
to sea. When outof sight of land, our steam- 
er hove to, and we iai¢ there until the next 
afternoon, when a schooner named Lizzie 
Wails, belonging to Nashua, N. H., trans- 
ferred to our steamer two small boats and 
about fifty men." A man who calls himself 
Gen. Bazelias, and who appeared to be the 
commander of the men, came on board with 
them. The steamer then started for the 
Port of Miragoane, and, on _ the 
afternoon of the day succeeding the 
one in which the fifty men boarded our 
vessel, nine of the boxes that had been 
loaded at this port were opened in the huld 
by Capt. Rand and Richard Pahl, a seaman. 
They were filled with Winchester and other 
rifles, and two boxes each contained 
a howitzer gun. I also saw soldiers’ uni- 
forms taken out of some of the boxes, and 
cartridges, swords, knives, and belts from 
others. We reached Miragoane on a 
Wednesday morning about 8 o’clock, and 
landed most of the passengers, who were in 
uniforms and armed, the General anda few 
men remainmg aboard the Tropic. We rowed 
» the men to a snort distance east of the har- 
bor, and in ianding them the small boats ran 
ashore, and the men were compelled to wade 
through the water up to their waists in 
order to reach shore. The next mornifg I 
rowed the General ashore, and in attempt- 
ing to reach the steamer my boat got 
aground, and I could not get off. While I 
was in this position 1 heard firme in the 
town, and then saw _ several rockets 
go up into the air. I heard the Gen- 
eral say before he left the vessel 
that in case the town was takew he 
would fire off some rockets. He made this 
reuiark in the pilot-house while Capt. Rand 
was present. The Tropic then entered the 
harbor, and sailed into a wharf alongside of 
a Norwegian bark, and there landed ail of 
the boxes, many of which were still fuil of 
rifles and ammunition. We only remained 
at this port long enough to discharge the 
boxes, aud then steamed for Port Antonio. 
‘The work of unloading the boxes at Mira- 
goane was superintended b First- 
Mate Pender, the Captain os OO pres- 
ent at the time. For putting the men 
ashore the General had promised us 
$20 1n Haytien money, which we received 
from Capt. Rand. Rich hi said the 
boxes were brought there in wagons belong- 
ing to Warner & Merritt. The wagons had 
the firm’s pame painted on the side. He 
stated that he opened the boxes containing 
the arms on receiving orders from the First 
Mate. While Gen. Bazelias was on board 
the Tropic the soldiers always addressed 
him as ‘ President,’ and would shout * Vive 
ie President.” A few of the soldiers were 
white men, but the majority were colored.”

At the time this law was framed it was the. 
intention of the Legislature to gradually in- 
erease the rate of assessments ip this State 
up to some approach to cash values, A new 
Constitution had been adopted, great changes 
bad been made in the revenue laws of the 
State, and cash vaiuations were considered 
more in keeping with the spirit as well as the 
law of the new system. The equalized 
vyaination for the two latest assessments 
prior to the new Revenwe law going into

Sinee that time, while the vaiue of taxable 
property of ali kinds in the State has been 
increasing, the aggregate of the assessinents 
has been growing less, until the total of the 
equalized valuation of all the property in 
Illinois is now reported in the neighborhood 
of $700,000,009. In the ten years the total! 
assessed value of the taxable property in 
the State, as returned, has fallen off $600,- 
000,000, though the increase of that property 
in quantity and in value has been extraor- 
dinary. 

im 1872 the Auditor, Gen. Lippincott, esti- 
mated that a moderate valuation of the taxa- 
ble property in Lilinvis at that time would 
not be ‘ess than $2,600,000,000, but even that 
estimate was understood to be far too iow. 
It is safe to assume that at this time a rea- 
sonable valuation of, the real and personal 
property in this State subject to taxation 
under our revenue law would show a total 
of $5,000,000,000 The total legal assessment 
for the whole State is now about $700,000,000, 
or about one-seventh of the real value, and 
about equal to the cash value of the taxable 
property in Cook County alone. According 
to this estimate, and its general accuracy 
will hardly be questioned, the valuation of 
the Property in this State for taxation is only 
between 14 and 15 per cent of its real value. 

The competition between county officers 
comprising the assessment force to reduce 
the valuation in their respective counties is 
so general, and the powers of the board of 
Equalization are so restricted, that this re- 
duction of assessments is forever going on 
until at last it has become a serious affliction. 

Tie valuation for State purposes is wisely 
made to govern all purposes of taxation. The 
State wants but little taxation tor State pur- 
poses, but the municipalities have been re- 
duced under this process to a condition 
approaching that of starvation, The law of 
the Sgate limits the rate of taxation in cities 
for city purposes to 2 per cent. in counties 
the Constitution limits the tax for current 
county purposes te 75 cents on each $100 of 
valuation. The constant reduction of the 
assessments, instead of furnishing the neces- 
sary revenue to support these municipalities, 
is annually reducing not their increasing 
necessary expenditures, but taking away the 
revenue needed to meet them.. These mu- 
nicipalities are prohibited from borrowing 
money or otherwise getting in debt. Hence 
the fraiftic and urgent appeals for special 
laws to enable cities to levy special taxes for 
special expenditures, and other specious 
devices for avoiding the best and wisest of le- 
gal restraints. 

Now, all that is needed is to remove this re- 
striction upon the powers of the State Board, 
and this can be done by simply amending 
the section of the Revenue law we have 
quoted and substituting 20 or 25 per cent as 
the limit for increasing the aggregate of the 
State assessment. This addition to the total 
assessment of the property in the State would 
enable the State Board to relieve the munici- 
palities of every town, city, gad county in 
the State, and would atill leave the people 
under the protection of the laws which now 
limit the rates of tuxation. 

As we have said, the Revenue law was 
passedwhen the policy of the State was to 
have assessments at cash valuations. The 
limit on municipal taxation was adopted to 
conform to that policy, but tne policy has 
been abandoned, and what is needed now is 
to authorize the State Board to increase the 


equalize the reveiue by a proper rearrange- 
ment of the assessments. 

The present low and falling scale of as- 
sessinents is proving injurious to the honor 
and credit of Iilinois. All official reports 
concerning Illinois show a continuous de- 
cline in the value of property in the State. The 
municipalities of Lllinois owe an aggregate 
exceeding $50,000,000 of debt. This exhibit 
that the value of iands and ofall other property 
in the several counties and cities is annually 
declining is not calculated to advance the 
credit of the various Governments who owe 
this debt, nor is it calculated to encourage 
investments in property which is reported 
ofticially to be sisiking in value every year. 

Justice to the State and to the suffering 
local governments demands that the State 
Board be authorized to increase the aggre- 
gate equalized valuations to such an extent

It seems that the New York administration of 
the Treasury Department is not disposed to ad- 
mit that Chicago knows enougn about teas to 
furnish an’ Inspector of Teas under the new law. 
The Treasury Department bas already appointed 
a New York foe to be Inspector at San Fran- 
cisco, and a New York man has been designated 
to be luspector at Chicago, but his appointment 
bas not yet been made. it probably will be un- 
less the Chicago merchants or politicians insist 
that they don't need any New York importa Gon 
for that purpose, The theory of the Treasury 
seems to be that po one outside of New York 
knows anything about teas. 

As already stated, the late law does not 
provide for the appointment of an examiner 
ot teas. Hence the Treasury Department, in 
its circular, cites the regulation and laws re- 
lating to drugs as applicable to teas. If it be 
true that the department nas appointed a citi- 
zen of New York to act as examiner of teas 
at San Francisco, and if it proposes to do the 
same for other ports, it must be with the 
purpose of giving to New York tea-mer- 


chants the entire control of the business of 


importing teas. For there is no warrant for 
such appointments either in the late law or 
in the laws we have cited in relation to the 
appraisement o@drugs. The drug laws pro- 
vide for the appointment of special exami- 
ners at certain ports named, andin addi tion 
they provide that appraisements of drugs at 
other ports shali be conducted by “two re- 
spectable resident merchants.” 

The action of the Treasury Department in 
appointing examiners from New York to in- 
spect and pass upon teas imported at San 
Francisco and Chicago is in accord neither 
with the spirit of the old laws in relation to 
drugs nor with the late law in relation to 
teas. ‘There is no necessity of resorting to 
the laws of sixty years ago in relation to 
drugs for light in the execution of the late 
law in regard to teas, 

The Secretary of the Treasury has general 
authority to previde each port with the 
requisit force of employés to conduct its 
business. All it has todo in the present 
emergency is to direct the Appraisers to 
nominate a suitable person to examine teas 
witha view to discover whether they are 
subject to the inhibitaon of the late law. 

The assumption of New York merchants 
that no one outside of New York knows 
anything about teas is an impertinence, and 
if any person in authority at Washington acts 
on this assumption such action will be equal- 
ly an impertinence. Both San Francisco and 
Chicago do a vest business in teas, and have 
done such business for a long term of years. 
The tea-merchants of the cities named know 
as much about the article in which they deal 
as the merchants of New York or any other 
city. ‘There are as expert tea-tasters in Chi- 
cago as there are in New York, and hence 
the purpose of the ‘l'reasury Department, if 
it entertains such purpose, in sending New- 
Yorkers to inspect tea is not apparent on the 
surface. Between the lines the purpose may 
be read, however. It is plainly to give the 
New York tea-merchants control of the tea 
trade of the country. 

In the issue of Tar Trispune which con- 
tains the tea-tasting dispatches from Wash- 
ington there is a dispatch from New York 
which discloses immense frauds at that port 
in the shape of excessive damage allowances 
on rice. New York dry-goods importers rob 
the merchants of interior ports of the priv- 
ilege of importing the silks they must sell in 
their trade, through the abominable system 
of undervaluation which has prevailed there 
for years. New York importers ot pepper. 
spices, and a long line of goods of that de- 
scription, rob merchants ofgiaerio ports of 
the privilege of importi at their home 
ports through a system of fraudulent dam- 
age allowances on that class of merchandise. 
The proposition of the New York tea im- 
porters to have the Treasury Department 
place one of their tools at each interior port 
to pass upon teas is a proposition to render 
the importation of teas impracticable at such 
ports. Undersuch régime, teas that would 
pass at New York would be rejected at Chi- 
cago. 

We do not fora moment believe that Mr. 
Folger can be made the teol of such a con- 
spiracy after he knows the nature of it. Ifa 
New York tea-merchant’s clerk has been 
senttoSan Francisco to inspect his rival’s 
importation of tea, we have no doubt he will 
be-promptiy recalled. Equalfy certain are 
we that if itis proposed to send a similar 
henchman of the New York tea-merchants 
to Chicago to inspect their rivals’ tea impor- 
tations here the proposition will be abandoned, 


BRITISH REFORM OF AMERICAN LAW. 

The inost advanced case of British impu- 
dence is the demand of the London papers 
that the American Government ‘shall change 
its laws about conspiracy and explosives to 
conform to British ideas in regard to the 
Irish. Not content with deporting the pau- 
pers their landiords are producing to Boston 
and New York and other cities to be sup- 
ported by the Americans, the organs of 
metropolitan British opinion are now calling 
upon our Government to make it an offense 
for a New-Yorker to do in New York against 
England anything that the English Govern- 


j ment would object to if done in London. 


and refuge in this country as a base of oper- 
ations for helping their unfortunate friends 
at home to throw off the tyranny. It asks, 
righteously, Isit an offense to conspire in 
America to commit murder in England? 
Murder is a bold,’ harsh term. Hysterical 
people, like the English in their present state 
of mind, would be apt to give the name Of 
murder to almost any form of insubor- 
dination, committed at home or abroad. 
ji they could carry out. their Brit 
ish reform of American law, = and 
eould control our definitions of political 
murder, they would be for extending the 
operation of their asinine explosives law to 
this country, and would expect the United 
States to try for criminal felony any New 
York manufacturers who should sell ex- 
plosives or the materials of explosives toa 
London or Dublin man. The New York 
Herald telicitously quotes against the pres- 
ent demands of the English the aceciamations 
with which the acquittal of Bernard was re- 
ceived all through England. The London 
Times said: “ With the resolute stubborn- 
ness of the English middle classes, the jury 
refused to look on Bernard as a mere mur- 
derer. They sawin him only a conspirator 
against a despotic ruler who had him- 
self seized a throne by craft and violence, 
and against whom craft and violence, if not 
justifiabie, were at least not to be classed 
with the guilt of the common murderer.” 

The feelings with wuich the Americans re- 
gard the Irish conspirators couid not be 
more accurately described than by these 
words of the London Times. The American 
people will never allow the English to fasten 
upon us to help them out of an emergency 
precipitated by their own “craft and vio- 
lence ” an obligation which they so distinct- 
ly repudiated in 1858. If England wants to go 
to the root of its troubles with Ilreland, it 
will spend less time on the ebullition and 
more on the fire. It will not attack the-pus- 
tules, but the seat of the disease. And that 
secret spring of dynamitisin is the crushing 
rule of Ireland by England, which John 
Bright described at Glasgow as ‘* the most 
cruel, galli odious, and unjust system of 
laws san Menai by one Christian people 
upon another,’”’ Landlordism is the extreme 
at one end of the system, and dynamitism at 
the other. The Standard talks easily of 
“*murder.”. The recofds will show 10,000 
murders by landlordism to one by dynamit- 
ism. Both should be abolished, alf™ the way 
to do it is to abolish landlordism. Dynamit- 
ism will then go out of itself. England has 


pienty to do with this reform without troub- 


ling itself with gratuitous suggestions for 
the reform of American laws about murder. 


EUROPEAN DISARMAMENT. 

Various have been the conjectures as to 
the real significance of the alliance between 
Germany. Austria, and Italy. When it was 
first announced it was generally assumed 
that it was antagonistic to France, pussibly 
upon the ground that it could not be antag- 
onistic to aay other nation. The entire En- 
giish press regarded it in this light, and the 
French press was so disturbed byit that it 
said many ugly things and blustered against 
Germauy. The actual condition of European 
politics, however, does not warrant such an 
interpretation. France has no desire for 
war. She has had glory enough to last her 
for sometime. What little fighting she may 
do in the immediate future will have refer- 
ence to territorial acquisitions in remote 
localities where the peace of Europe cannot 
be affected. The emphate vote against join- 
ing Engiand in the attack upon Egypt and 
the defeat of a Ministry on that question are 
a pertinent illusfration of the aversion of the 
French people to war. On the other wand, 
Germany does not wanta war. If she did want 
to make waf with France, or even if she feared. 
an attack from France, she does not need any 
alliance. There may bea dislike between 
Germans and Frenchmen growing out of war 
memories and despoiled provinces, but this 
does not necessitate war. The two Govern- 
ments have been very courteous to each 
other, and nothing has come up since the 
close ot the war of 1870 which could provoke 
an outbreak of bostility. 

Another view, and a more reasonable one, 
of the situation is that itis a guaranty of 
peace to Europe, for the reason that the com- 
bination of these three Powers is so strong 
that no other combination can be made that 
can break it. The only possible combination 
that could be made is that of France ana Rus- 
sia, but that would bea hopeless one. It is 
also considered a guaranty of peace in an- 
other way—namely: that it recognizes the 
republican Government of France and cuts 
off any hope the claimants to the throne 
may have. The Germans and Aus- 
trians have always been good friends 
to the French republicans, and have 
no confidence in the French monarchists. 
Confirmatory of both these peaceful theories 
is the new announcement made by telegraph 
yesterday that the object ot the alliance is to 
secure the isolation of France in order to ef- 
fect a simultaneous disarmament, which 
Prince Bismarck intends to propose at a 
European congress. 


our national policy for the future?’ No man 
in Europe can do so much to accomplish that 
result as Prince Bismarck. If he has formed 
this alliance so that he may have the power 
to lift these tremendous burdens from the 
people, to raise them to their feet again out 
of their. poyerty and misery, to make it pos- 
sible that they can remain at home and live, 
and to elevate the national poliéy to a higher 
and better tone for the future, then the suf- 
fering millions of Europe will be glad that 
he has lived beyona the period of former op- 
pressions, that he has doffed his iron helmet, 
aud placed upon his brow the chaplet of 
peace. Such an act would be a monument 
to his memory the world would ever revere.

PUBLICATION OF PRIVATE LETTERS. 

A ease of more than ordinary interest has 
recently been tried in Paris and is creating 
much discussion in Europe, as it revives 
reminiscences of Benjamin Constant, the 
famous pamphieteer of the Reyojution, and 
the still more famous Mme. Récamier. The 
ease arose out of the issue of a volume of 
letters which Constant wrote to her in 1814 
and 1815. These letters were bequeathed by 
Mime. Récamier to her adopted daughter, 
Mme. Lénormant, who published them about 
a year anda half ago. There are 180 letters 
in all, many of them very passionate in tone. 
Several copies of them had come into the 
possession of one Louise Collet, who an- 
nounced her intention of printing them, 
shortly after Mme. Récamier’s death, in the 
feuilleton of M. de Girardin’s newspaper. 
The relatives of Constant and Mme. Réca- 
mier succeeded in obtaining an injuncuon 
preventing the publication. Ten years later 
a surreptitious volume of them was issued, 
but the courts ordered its seizure and de- 
struction. 

About two years ago Mme, Lénormant, to 
whom all the papers were lett, decided it 
was time to publish them, and she obiained the 
consent of Constaut’s family, but, just as the 
book was about to appear, M. d’ Estournelles, 
Constant’s grandnephew, demanded that the 
proofs be sent to him for revision and thathe 
should be allowed to preface it with a notice 
of warning to the public not to judge the 
statesman of the Kevolution by the tone of 
these letters, and of regret that they had seen 
the light. His requests were disregarded, 
and the volume appeared. Then M. d’Es- 
tournelles brought suit for an injunction re- 
straining the publication or circulation of the 
book. This has been decided against him, 
the court affirming that the letters were the 
legal property of Mme. Lénormant and that 
as d’Estournelles had onee given his con- 
sent to the publication of them he had no 
turther rights in the prenalses, 

The letters themselves, it is said, are not 
particularly interesting, though in some of 
them, as nearly always happens in all love 
letters, even when written by the wisest of 
wen, M. Constant makes himself conspicu- 
ously ridiculous in his protestations of love 
for Mme, Récamier. But greater men than 
he had done the same thing; even as greata 
man as Chateaubriand. who was her slave. 
If Constant was foolish, Chateaubriand was 
more so, and crowned heads, soldiers, and 
artists were his equals in an enthusiastic ad- 
miration that far transcended the limits of 
sense, even to the time when she was an old 
lady living in a convent; If M. Constant 
stood alone in his ridiculous position, his 
grandnephew might naturally make objec- 
tion tethe publicauon of his weaknesses, but 
when cleverer men than he had made in- 
finily bigger fools of themselves in their 
contact with this remarkable woman and ex- 
pressed their desire todo anything that was 
ridiculous to win her favor, why should the 
grandnephew of Constant, who is now almost 
forgotten, complain, especially when but for’ 
these very letters he might have passed into 
utter oblivion ? ° 

It would be well perhaps if some rule of 


propriety could be established that would - 


regulate the publication of private letters. 
if there had been some of the heroes of the 
world would have appeared in a different 
light, for a man’s private letters, especially 
those of an amatory description, are very apt 
to strip off all the illusions and reveal even 
heroes as ordinary men after all, with capa- 
bilities ot foolishnesS just as‘ extensive as 
those enjoyed by people who are not heroes. 
It would have been better for Carlyle’s repu- 
tation asa man had his letters not been in 
Mr. Froude’s hands, for instance, or had 
they been edited more carefully and stripped 
of those affirmations and objurgations which 
arose purely from indigestion. Apparently, 
however, there is norule. If the letters are 
interesting and if they will pay they are 
bound to see the light, whatever the writer’s 
wishes may have been. It is probable that 
if Elisha Sprague had been consulted he 
would never have given his consent to the 


publication of those tender epistles to his —

ture of love for their sentiment, though they 


a in rhetoric with the giowing | 


effusio of Constant or Chateaubriand.

THE NIHILISTS. 
AN AOT OF CLEMENCY BY A SEVERELY- 
TRIED MONARCH. 

Viesna, April 24.—{Special Cable.]|—The 
nihilists here are highly gratified touight by 
information just received from a trustworthy 
source at St.Petersburg that the Czar has de- 
cided to commute the sentenees of all the Ni- 
hilists now in prison under sentence of death, 
and to pardon a large number of others who 
have been sentenced to various terms of im- 
prisonment, One report says that this act of 
clewency on the part of the Czar is only car- 
rying out the traditions of the Em- 
perors of Bussia, who have . always, 
upon their coronation, released  pris- 
oners, and done many other acts 
of charity andmercy. A dispatch, however, 
from: well-informed parties at St. Petersburg, 
who are familiar with the receat Nihilistic 
movements, says that this eoucession by the 
Czaris due undoubtedly to the extent and 
mysteriousness of the Nihilistic activity, and 
the fear entertained by the Czar that he 
would meet his father’s fate. 

FURTUER TRIALS FORTHCOMING AT S8T. 
PETERSBU RG. 

BerRiin, April 23.—[Special.]—Several offi- 
cers of the Russian army will soon take their 
trial for complicity with the revolutionary 
party. It appears that after the discovery of 
the mine in Little Sadovayastreet the woman 
Yakimova, the alleged wife of Bogdanovitch, 
alias Kobszeff, who was hanged last Sunday, 
escaped to the Caucasus to some relatives. 
Later she made acqaaintance with an officer 
of the Mingrelian Regiment, in whose home 
she took up her residence, and soon suc- 
ceeded in gaining over several ether officers 
of the same regiment to the revyelutionary 
cause. On Prince Krapotkine’s arrest some 
letters were found aimong his papers written 
in Russian, but the signature incypher only. 
Recently the Russian polige, to whom the 
documents were delivered by the Freneh au- 
thorities, discovered their meaning. ‘The re- 
sult was the arrest of five or six officers of 
the Mingrelian Regiment. .Their trial will 
be conducted with the greatest secrecy and 
dispatch, and two, if not more, will, it is 
thought, be sentenced to death. 


THE NORSEMEN,. 
AN IMPORTANT STEP IN THEIR QUARREL 
WITH SWEDEN, 

CurRIsTIANIA, April %4.—The Odelsthing, 
by a vote of 33 to 32, adopted the proposal of 
the committee to impeach the Counselors of 
State, 

(The Storthing, or Parliament of Norway, is 
divided into two Houses, tbe Lower House being 
called the Odelsthing. It is evidentiy King 
Oscar's aim to efface all politicai distinctions be- 
tween Sweden and Norway. He does not ap- 
pear to be a bad ruler, but his will in this respeet 
runs counter to the will of the Norsemen, and 
their prefereace for an independent existence— 
that is, fora union no closer than the present 
one—is fortified by solemn constitutional guar- 
antees which at bis coronation he jtvook 
oath to respect. For twenty years 
there has been a contest between the King 
and the Sterthing over the question of 
Ministerial responsibility. The old Bidswola 
Constitution was modeled largely upon that of 
the United States, They adopted our pian of 
excluding the Ministry from the Nationai Legis- 
lature. hig works well enough with us, where 
the Cabinet is responsibie to the President and 
the President to the people. But it was a very 
bad bluader to exclude from Norway's Storte- 
ing a Cabinet responsible to the King who can- 
not be impeached, and ise not responsitie to the 
peo. he Norwegians now sce weir mistake. 

he Storthing has amended the Constitution in 
such a way as to give the Ministers a part in the 

roceedings of the Storihing, but the 

Limg «refuses to situa the bili by which the 
amendment was enacted. It is provided in 
the Constitutiun that if the King vetoes a 
bill the next Storthing may pass it a second time 
and submit it for his signature. If be again re- 
fuses a third Storthing may pass it, and it then 
becomes a law, just as a bill passed over the 
President's veto does with us. Three successive 
Storthings have passed the amendment estab- 
lishing Ministerial responsibility, yet the Cabi- 
net, obeying the King, refuses to promuigate 
the law. The Storithing of 1880 passed the bill 
for the third and nal time vy a vote of % out 
of a total membership of 113. There is one re- 
source as yet untried. This is the Rigevet, a 
bigh court composed of the Supreme Court and 
the Lagthing, or Upper House of the Scorthing. 
Before this high court of impeachment the 
Ministers may be calied to account for their 
plain viviation of the Constitution. }

. FOR FOUNDING AN IMMENSE GERMAN COL- 


* ONY IN MEXICO, 

WAsHINGTON, D, C., April 28.—[Cleveland 
Leauer.} —Seme time ago mention was made 
of the sale of 1,000,000 acres of land in Mexico 
to Hazeiton & Parsons, agents of the Bar- 
tholomew House, London, that house repre- 
senting, it is supposed, the German Govern- 
ment. The sale was made through A. B. 
Linderman, of Philadeiphia, who has suc- 
cessfully conducted vast negotiations for the 


sale of Florida lands to English capitalists. . 


Col. Linderman arrived in Washington last 
night, and left f@ his home this afternoon. 
It is understood that the object of his 
visit here was to eonfer with State Depart- 
ment officials and others relative to Mexi- 
can land operations in which he is inter- 
ested. From Col. Linderman it is learned 
that Hazelton, of London, represents Bis- 
marek, Who, acting for the German Govern- 
ment, wishes to obtain 10,000,000 acres of 
land in Mexico, where a German colony of 
large proportions can. be established. Bis- 
marck, Col. Linderman says, realiz@ the 
faet that the German people cannot be pre- 
vented from leaving tae Fatherland. He 
dees not wish the emigrants to go to the 
United States, where they will become nat- 
uralized citizens “of this .country, and he 
favors offering inducements to those who 
emigrate to retain their alleziance to the im- 
perial Government. The first purchase of 
1,000,000 acres of land was made through 
an agent in New York,  represent- 
ing owners: of the Bustamonte grant 
in the State of Zacatecas, The title to 
this grant dates back two centuries, The 
price paid was $2.50 per acre or $2,500,000 for 
the entire tract. Next week Col. Linderman 
says he willgoto New Y to close an 
agreement for another. traet of 1,000,000 
acres. Lt is the desire of the German Gevern- 
ment, according to Col. Linderman, that the 
entire purchase may be located as compactly 
as possible, and aoe will be ua 
for the purchase of territory on the Gulf, 
where a seaport tributary to the acquired 
domain may be located. Zacatecas is in the 
central part of Mexico, northeast of the Cit 

of Mexico. Col. Linderman does not think 
that any international quesuoen can arise be- 
tween the Unitea States, Germany, and Mex- 
ico that will prevent the consummation of 
the sale that he is negotiating.

A Serious Misunderstanding Regarding 
East- Bound Passenger Busiuess from 
California — The System of Paying 
Street Commissions iu San Francisco 
the Cause. 

A few weeks ago the Genera! Passenger 
Agents of the Eastern trunk lines addressed 
u communication to Mr. T. H. Goodman, 
General Passenger and Ticket Agent of the 
Central Pacific Railroad, asking him to stop 
the payment of street commissions at San 
Francisco, as the system was demoralizing 
the business. Mr. Goodman thereupon sent 
along communication to the General Pas- 
senger Agents of the Chicago and St. Louis 
roads which have agencies at San Francisco, 
asking them to take steps at once to have the 
system of paying street commissions in San 
Francisco stopped, as otherwise serious 
trouble could not be avoided. He 
stated that such commissions were 
paid only by the Western 
roads having agents in San Francisco, and 
that his Southern Pacific route was suffering 
severely op account of that practice, as that 
line did not pay any commissions, and, tnere- 
tore, if the system is not abollshed it would 
be compelled to reduce the rates to New Or- 
leans. The Western lines to whom the above 
request was made were unable, however, to 
come to an agreement regarding the matter, 
and one line positively refused to stop the 

ayment of commissions at San Francisco. 

Since then the complications regarding that 
matter have multiplied, and hostilities have 
already Commenced between the various 
roads selling tickets at San Francisco. 
The rates are being severely cut, and 
the commissions now paid are about 
three times as ‘much #as_ were 
paid formerly. Heretofore commjssions 
were only paid on second-class tick and 
amounted to about $5 on each tlirough 
ticket to seaboard points. Now as high as 
$10 to $15 per ticket is paid, and not only on 
second-ciass tickets, but also on “first-class 
tickets. The Southern Pacific is also selling 
tickets to New Orleans at greatly reduced 
rates. The Centra! Pacific and the Eastern 
trunk lines do not share in the payment of 
these commissions, and consequently the 
losses have to be borne by the lines between 
the Eastern terminus of the Central Pacific 
and the Western terminus of the trunk lines, 
Considerable feeling. is evinced regarding 
this matter among the General. Passenger 
Agents of the roads centering in Chicago, 
and particulariy the Southwestern and lowa 
pool lines, who, ‘it is claimed, are responsible 
for the trouble. If the trouble is allowed to 
continue much longer it is feared that it wiil 
precipitate a war on ali east-bound passen- 
ger traffic. and efforts are therefore being 
made to bring about a meeting of all the 
roads interested in this matter, and have the 
troubles adjusted in a mutually satisfactory 
manner,

The Kansas Ratiroad Commissioners 
Inspecting the Roads of the State, 
ToperKa, Kan., Apri! 24.—|Special.}—Upon 

the adjournment of the State Board of Rail- 
road Commissioners two of the members at 
once proceeded on an inspecting tour over 
the Central Branch Division of the Union 
Pacific and the Smoky Hill Branch of the 
Kansas Papific Division_of the same road. 
Mr. Hopkius and Mr. Humphrey were the 
Commissioners making this trip, the 
other anember of the board, Mr. 
Turner, being obliged to return 
boine to Sedan to attend to private business. 
The Central Branch trip was more for ob- 
servation than anything else, and was made 
by the regular trains, the Commissioners be- 
ing averse to traveling in a special car or ac- 
cepting other particular courtesies extended 
by the railroads. 

These general wp 3 tours are being 
made for the purpuse of becoming familiar 
with the lines and the country traversed, 
and will be continued for the next few weeks 
until a complete observation of the State has 
been made, when the board will be in readi- 
ness for the practival work intrusted to 
them, and to receive and adjust such com- 
plaints as may be sent by individuals or cor- 
porations feeling themselves aggrieved. 

‘The law creating the present board pro- 
vides for two classes of complaints, which 
may be presented¥o the comunission for in- 
vestigation and determination. The first 
class comprehends all individual grievances 
concerning transportation, or anything con- 
nected with the freight departinent, and such 
cases are to be dealt with in a summary and 
informal way. It has been so arranged that 
no formal complaints are necessary further 
than a notification by letter to anv member 
of the board. In this way the technicalities 
of court proceedings, as well as the expenses 
of attorneys’ fees, have been guarded against 
by the Commissioners in forming a basis for 
their operations. These letters of notifica- 
tion are to state as explicitly as may be the 
nature of the grievance, whether it be an 
overcharge in transportation, lack of car fa- 
cilities, delay of business, damage to mer- 
chandise, discrimination between individual 
consignors or consignees,- extortionate 
charges on the part of the railroad, or any 
other grievance a party may suffer arising 
trom business transacted with the railroad 


‘tines in Kansas. Upon receiving this notifi- 


cation the particular matter to be inquired 
into is at once referred to the railroad com- 
pany directiv concerned, with a request that 
the trouble complained of be rectified. In 
case the company fails to redress the eriev- 
ance the commission will fix~a time and 
place for a hearing, giving each party ten 
days’ notice, at which time a thorough in- 
vestigation will be made and the fact deter- 
mined accordingly. 

The second class of grievances compre- 
hend compiaints as to the rate of the. tariff 
charged by any company, the condition of a 
railroad in any given locality in the State. or 
the mmpanar of its operation. This class of 
complaints must be made through the Mayor 
and Council of a city, cr the Trustees of a 
township, through which the road runs. ‘I'he 
board, when receiving such a complaint, 
will set a time and place of hearing, giving 
each party ten days’ notice and investiaat 
a by asin the other class of cases re- 

e ‘ 
The board is in dbntinuous sessidn so far 
as the receiving and hearing of ordi- 
nary complaints are concerned. The 
object of the commission is. always 
nl ag a redress to yapttes aggrieved 
with the least possible delay ant expense. 
Where evidence is required to substantiate 
complaints, either affidavits or oral testimony 
may be accepted, as may best suit the con- 
venience of parties. When cowplaints of a 
serious character are developed requiring a 
more careful and minute examination to 

aproper deterniination, the Conmis- 
sioners will visit the locality and make the 
investigation where the evil is alleged to 
exist. The principal aim of the commission 
willbe to keep such cases as come under 
their supervision out of the courts, avoid as 
much as possible all expense to both parties

The 
Hon. John F. Dillon, Elihu Root Jr., of New 
York, and Col. George W. Easley, of Hanni- 
bal, Mo., represented thecomplainants. The 
State is represented by Attorney-General 
McPhtyre and ex-Senator Jolm B. Hender- 
son, George H. Shields, an® Samuel T. 
Glover, of St. Louis. ‘he argument of the 
case will be continued tomorrow. 


Meeting of the Joint Executive Com- 
mittee of the Trunk Lines, 

New York, April 2%.—]Special.]—The 
Joint Executive Committee (passenger de- 
partment) of the trunk lines and roads oper- 
ating in connection with them held two 
meetings today. The first was held at Com- 
missioner Fink’s rooms in the Windsor 
Hotel, and the second at the headquarters of 
the committee at No. 346 Broadway. There 
were present at the meeting General Passen- 
ger Agents J. R. Wood, of the Pennsylvania; 
E. A. Ford, of the Pennsylvania Company; 
C. kK. Lord, of the Baltimore & Ohio; John 
N. Abbott, of the New York, Lake Erie 
& Western; A. C. Kendail, of the New 
York & New England; W. H. Stennett, 
of the Chicago & Northwestern; T. P. Barry, 
of the\ Marietta & Cincinnati; A. J. Sinith, 
of the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy; A. B.. 
Leete, of the Grand Rapids & Indiana; G. W. 
Smith, of the Lake Erie & Western; J. K. 
Watson, of the Fitchburg; W. F. Johnson, 
of the Lake Shore & Michigan Southern; O. 
W. Russell, of the- Michigan Central: A. E. 
Clark, of the New York, Pennsylvania & 
Ohio; and. Assistant Genera: Passenger 
Agents E. J. Richards, of the New York 
Central; and H. ‘i. Gallup, of the Boston & 
Albany Road. S. F. Pierson, the new Chair- 
man of the committee, presided at the after- 
hoon meeting. 

The morning session was taken up witha 
discussion of the rearrangement of rates be- 
tween diftferentiai-fare points.and a redivis- 
ion of poo! earnings. No conclusion was 
reached, the figures claimed and asked for 
being laid over for consideration at the meet- 
ing of the General Managers of the roads, in 
conjunction with the Passenger Agents. The 
allotment of percentages from the pooled 
earnings will undoubtedly be rearranged as 
nearly as possible in conformity with the 
amount of business actually transacted by 
the roads during a given period of time, so 
that roads may be prevented from the 
necessity of paying back from their surplus 
earnings rebates to participants with them 
in the pooling arrangements who have not 
earned up to their allotted percentages. ‘I'o 
this end it will probably be necessary to re- 
arrange to some extent, so that tne weak 
roads—those not having particularly attract- 
ive connections, service, or running-time— 
may present a sufficient inducement in the 
way of a jower rate of fare than weir more 
powerful rivals in the respects meutioned 
in order to attract custom. This, it 
is asserted, can be done without any 
great difficulty, as the stronger roads are 
able to grant this concession. They ure also 
-much more willing to do this than to g0 to 
rate-culting and so precipitate upon them- 
selves a passenger-rate war. The pooling 
arrangement isso eminently satisfactory to 
the trunk lines in their increased earnings 
over the old system of sharp competition 
that the Western roads are almost 
powerless in precipitatme a war of 
rates should they wish to do 
so. Whatever concessions may be necessary 
to keep peace in that section, in fairness to 
ail the roads in the pool, will unquesuonabiy 
bamade. ‘These will be of very little bene- 
fit to the traveling man, however, in enabling 
him to save moneyif he wishes to travel 
first-class and on fast time, though it ma 
benefit those who may be contented wit 
less palatial accommodations and a longer

THE COURTS. — 


The Lake-Front Case Taken Un- 
der Advisement by Judge 
Moran. 


All the Testimony Heard in the Doo- 
little-Forsythe Suit for 
Fees. 


A Batch of Appellate Court Decisions— 
A Board of Trade Certificate 
Case. ’ 


Record of Orders, Judgements, New Suits, 
Etc., in the Different Courts. 


The Lake-Front Bit. 

The arguments on the motion fer a tempo- 
rary injunction in the Lake-Front case of 
Capt. John F. Stafford against the City of 
Chicago, the Illinois Central Railroad Com- 
pany, and others were in progress all day 
yesterday before Judge Moran. This wasa 
bill to restrain any further erection of build- 
ings on what is known as the Lake-Front, 
on the gruund that thecity has no right 
whatever to grant licenses to any ove, and 
also to compel the removal of the Exposition 
Building, the various railroad depots, ar- 
mory buildings, Trade and Labor Assembly 
Building, and all other structures now 
standing on stich ground. ‘The Dill is 
brought under the act of 1868, which 
gave to any person owning a 
lot fronting the *“* Lake-Front” the right to 
file a billin his own name, to prevent any 
encroachments on such land. 

‘The position of the Illinois Central is, in 
general, that in 1869 the Legislature passed 
an act whereby it granted to the roadsall the 
land bying east of Lake Park for one mile 
out into the lake, and by the same act grant- 
ed to the Lilinois Central and Michigan Cen- 
tral the three blocks. lying east of Michigan 
avenue and between Randolph and Monroe 
streets fur a passenger depot and other rail- 
road purposes. ‘The railroads in considera- 
wion of the grant were to pay the city $800,- 
000, and part of this money was deposited in 
Mr. Kimball’s hands, but the city re- 
fused to carry out the agreement. 
Though that act was repealed the railroads 
claim to have acquired same kind of vested 
rights under it before the repeal, which 
they — entitled to have recognized and pro- 
tected, 

Mr. Adams, on ‘behalf of the city, argued 
that the complainant based his right to sue 
on Sec. 438, Chap. 47, of the act of 1863, 
which prohibited encroachments on the 
ground east of Michigan avenue, between 
Madison street and Park row, and gave any 
property-owner of property fronting on 
Michigan avenue the right to fire a bill. An 
act Was passed in 1869 granting in fee to the 
city all the land south of Manroe street, east 
of Michigan averue, in fractional Sec. 
15, and authorizfig the city to sell 
it. ‘The same act also granted to 

railroads the fee of the land 
between Randolph and Monroe. streets, 
with the right to vecupy it fur railroad pur- 
poses. The act of 1869, was by necessary 1m- 
plication, a repeal of the provision in the 
charter of 1863. The act of 1869 was itseif 
repealed in 1873. But the law was well set- 
tied that a repeal of a repealing act did not 
revive the act that had been revealed, and 
hence the repeal of the act of 1869 did not re- 
vive theactof 165. But if the latter had 
not been repealed by the act of i869, it would 
have been abrogated by Sec. 29, Art. 6 of 
the Constitution of 1870, beeause a bill of the 
character mentioved in the act of 1865, was 
a suit affecting real estate, and by the gen- 
eral statutes of the State such a bill must be 
filed in the county where the real estate was 
situated. The act of 1863 conferred a local 
jurisdiction of courts of chancery in Cook 
County different from that of the other Cir- 
cuit Courts throughout the State. The Con- 
stitution expressly provided that the jurisdic- 
tion of courts of the same class or grade 
should be uniform, and hence the acpof 1863 
was invalid, as being cuntrary te the Consti- 
tution. 

‘The arguments were opened by Mr. E. S. 
Isham for the complainant after he read the 
bill. Messrs. Adams and Winston followed 
on behait of the city, Mr. B. F. Ayer for the 
lilinois Central, and Mr. Burry closed for 
the complainants. The case was taken un- 
der advisement, the Judge remarking that 
the only,doubt he had in the case was as to 
whether Stafford could maintain the suit 
alone, or whether it should not have been 
broughtin the name of the Attorney-Gener- 
al or State’s-Attorney. 


The Doolittie- Forsythe Litigation 
Drawing to a Close. 

The last of the testimony in the Doolittle- 
Forsythe case was concluded yesterday after- 
noon before Judge Blodgett. The first wit- 
ness yesterday morning was F. J. Crawford, 
a lawyer, who fixed the value of piaintiff’s 
legal services at $5,800. L. W. Perce put 
them at $6,300. Mr. and Mrs. Forsythe were 
then recalied to contradict the plaintiff’s 
statements as to there being any arrange- 
ment for payment on a sliding scale, or a 
contingent fee. Alvin Forsythe testified to 
Mr. Doolittle writing two letters, one ad- 
dresséd to himself the other to the firm of 
Doolittie & McKey, which he wished the For- 
sythes to sign and send to him as coming 
from themselves. ‘The purportof these letters 
was that the Forsythes, recognizing the value 
of the services plaintiff had performed, 
wished the latter to accept the ac- 
compan ying draft as a token 
of the sender’s esteem, ete. The amount 
was left blank, but Mr. Doolittie suggested 
it should be as large as possible, so as ** to 
make it-a big thing all round.” This closed 
the testimony, which is looked on as making 
as @rongacase on the one side as that for 
plaintiff on the other, and the closing argu- 
ments will begin this morning by Judge 
Doolittle. 


The Appeilate Céurt Decisions. 

The Judges of the Appellite Court met 
yesterday, and announced opinions in forty- 
one cases, of which eighteen Were reversed 
and twenty-three aflirmed. This makes 
rather a bad showing for the lower courts if 
they can only hit the truth in about half the 
cases. Written opinions were filed in nine- 
teen cases. Very few of them were of any 
general interest. The list of the cases de- 
cided wiil be found below in the court 
record, 


The Omntbus Company Beats Mr. Cooper 
Again, 

In the fourteenth amendment case of 
Timothy Cooper against Ferdinand W. Peck 
the Appellate Court reversed the cage on the 
ground that the verdict of $5,000 in favor of 
the plaintiff was not sustained by the evi- 
dence. This was a suit hy a negroto recover 
damages of Peck, one of the Directors of 
the Som bs Omnibus & Baggage Company, 
for beingejected from one of the company’s 
Omnibuses in 1871 on account of his color. 
He recovered a verdict on a former-trial, 
which was reversed, and now his second 
verdict is set aside. 


The Law as to What Constitutes Mali- 
cious Prosecution. 


The case of James R. Paul against Charles | 


Lyenberger was reversed by the Appellate 
Court, Judge Wilson delivering the opinion, 
on the ground that the instruction, “The jury 
are instructed that the prosecution of a per- 
son criminally with any other motive than of 
bringing a guilty person to justice isa mall- 
cious prosecution,” was erroneous. The 
court said it was immaterial what a par- 
ty’s motives were for instituting a criminal 
prosecution if there was probable cause for 
making the arrest. ‘This was a suit to re- 
cover damages for causing Paul’s arrest on a 
charge of emnbezzlement from the defendant, 
his employer. 


A Judge’s Powere When Acting asa 
Jury. 

In the case of,Travers vs. Wormer, the Ap- 
pellate Court by Judge Bailey held that 
when a Judge by agreement of parties heard 
a case without a jury he could not ona 
inotion for new trial reverse his finding and 
enter judgment for the opposit party with- 
out hearing evidence, but acting solely on 
his recolicction of the evidence put in on the 
first hearmg. A new trial in form should 
have been had either with or without a jury, 
as the parties might agree, and evidence in- 
troduced de novo. Judgment reversed.

The case of Abram Netter, use, etc., ap-

ment or execution as property. Judge Bar- 
num decided it was not. Judge Bailey, 
of the Appellate Court, yesterday affirmed 
this decision, but on quite another 
ground He held that, as the certificate of 
membership was shown to be in Netter’s 
hands, the Board of ‘Trade and Chica 0 Pro- 
vision, Grain & Stock Board garnishees had 
not been shown to have any property belong- 
ing to him. “Said certificates are shown to 
bein the hand of the defendant and notof the 
garnishees. In no proper sense can they be 
said to be in the possession, custody, \or 
charge of the garnishees. They were not 
property which the garnishees were bound 
to deliver to the defendant, as the defendant 
had tnem, vor could they, so far as appears, 
have been made the subject matter of any 
action at law by the defendant against the 
garnishees.” ‘The Judge further held that 
the question whether certific of meimber- 
ship in the two boards were capable of being 
reached by proper legal process did not nec- 
essarily arise, and the judgment of the court 
below would be aflirmed on the other ques- 
tions.

TOO LATE. 

SPRINGFIELD, [ll., April 24.—-[Special.]—Late

Telegraphic advices to THE TRIBUNE received 
ata late bour last night will warrant the an- 
nouncement of the opening of the straits, al- 
though as yet there has been no yessel to pass 
through them this season. For several days the 
easiern passage has been Davigabie, and several 
propellers have made their way to &t. Ignace 
and Macinac from Detroit, without any great

The first of these is that the first ten days’ pe- 
riod of summer storage On grain expires today, 
ana after 6 o'clock tonight evéry busbel of grain 
left in the elevators will be subject to another 
one-balf-cent storage charge for every subse- 
quent ten days it remains there. Duripe the 
tirst period of summer storage, ending tonight, 
the epeculators have paid to the elevators up- 
wards of $8U,000, and, unless they can succeed in 
loading what grain they bave on hand, the stor- 
age will very soon eat a large gized Bole in their 
margins, to say pothing of compulsory sbip- 
ments to fuifill outstehdij@ contracts. The 
amount of grain that is now 
in the market bere is tar 
in excess of that at tbe corresponding period of 
lust year, and the elevators are fairly groapi 
under the large amounts stored within their 
walls.

THE TEA-TASTER. 
CHICAGO IMPORTERS REGARD THE POSSIBLE 

APPOINTMENT OF A NEW YORK MAN AS 

TEA-ISSPECTOR HERE AN IMPOSITION. 

In the Washington dispatches of Tue TRIB- 
UNE yesterday morning it was stated that the 
Treasury Department did not appear to think 
that Chicago had men in tHe tea-trade who were 
competent toactas inspectors under the new 
law, as it was intended thata New York man 
should be appointed as expert for this port, as 
bad been done in San Francisco. It was further 
stated that Mr. Fleetwood, of this city, 
had been put forward for the position 
by several wholesale grocery firms here, 
and that there was considerable indignation 


expressed by the Chicago mercbants in this par- 
ticular line that Chicago’s Congressmen had not 
exerted themselves to have a Chicago tea-taster 
appointed as Inspector bere. 

AMONG THE DEALERS. 

Yesterday afternoon a reporter of THE TRIB- 
UNE took a stroll down auntong the tea dealers 
and wholesale grocers to ascertain the general 
opinion entertained of the proposed step, and he 
found the sentiment unanimously against al- 
lowing a New-Yorker to jumpin and take a 
position which could be filled twenty times in 
the trade here. Said J. B. Raymond: “I'm vot in 
the tea business,but 1 tbtnk this proposition is an 
outrage. | know @f fifty men flere who are 
competent experts in teas. The gérntieman 
mentioned in your dispatches as having been 
put forward, Mr. Fieetwood, is a competent 
man. and there are many otbers. It would be 
an outrage to put a New York man in here over 
the cvod material we bave at home.” 

Mr. Moseback, of the firm of Moseback & 
Humpbrey, said that in che absence of his part- 
ner, who had taken a particular interest in this 
matter, be would say the Chicago tea importers 
were of the opinion that the whole 
scheme to ring in a New York 
man ,bhere wae being engineered by 
the New York tea importing firm of Carter, 
Hawiey & Co., whoare jeaious of Chicago's tea 
trade. It was a fact that tbis firm bad previous- 
Iy tried to injure the Chicago impuorters by in- 

uencing railroads to put up freight rates. If a 
New- Yorker was appointed here be would prac- 
tically be an employé of the Eastern houses. 
Then teas shipped here for the branches of Eaat- 
ern houses would be inspected first, and the 
teas for the Chicago firms be delayed. There 
was no reason for the appointment of a New 
York man, as there. were many first-class ex- 
perts here, 

E. A. Schoyer, a ten importer, emphatically de- 
nounced the proposition, and declared that it 
was like ali the actions of the New York trade 
in trying to cripple the tea trade here. Mr. 
Fleetwood was a good man, and he was of the 
opinion that the Chicago importers had _ the 
right to name their choice. 

Mr. Adams, of J. W. Doane & Co., was Seen in 
the absence of the senior partner, and also ex- 
pressed the belief that Carter, Hawley & Co. 
were working forthe appointment of a New 
York man as Inspector here. His ftirm was 
recognized as arival of the one mentioned, and 
bad advocated the claimsof Clarence Fieet- 
wood, a capable tea expert, for the position. If 
the New York men gained their point they could 
hurt the Chicago trade. 

OTHER OPINIONS. 

The reporter saw representatives of the firm 
of Fitch & Humphrey, several o'her tea houses, 
and anumberof wholesale grocers. All were 
against the ge tage eee of a New York man as 
Inspector. M. KR. Roberts,a tea-broker, is fa- 
vored by the wholesale grocers for the position, 
but as the importers are most concerned their 
choice, Mr. Fleet wuod, will probably be consid- 
ered first. elt seemed to be the general idea that 
Coliector Jesse Spalding should oonfer with the 
tea men here as to their preference, and sucwest 
the name to Secretary Foiger for appointment.

HUNTING A HOME, 


THE PRISONERS’ aID ASSOCIATION NEEDS 
ONE THAT IT MAY BE EFFECTIVE. 
Among the Chicago organizations whicb, if 
properly sustained, have great pewer of good, 
one of the best, and one which should appeal in 
many respects most strongly to the sympathies 
of all, is that known as the Prisoners’ Aid Asso- 
ciation. It was started sometbing over a year 
ago, its object being totake hold of discharged 
convicts, who leave the penitentiary with barely 
means enough to i bring them to the 
city, and arrive here destitute, not 
knowing where to turn for employment—willing 
often to work, but fearful of a rebul? in case 
they sbould apply for it and state their record. 
The organization began in a smali way with 
rooms on Clark street, which it subsequently 
exchanged for quarters on Despiaines street. 
During its brief existence it bas aided 500 dis- 
cbarged convicts. Over 300 bave been secured 
bovest employment, and, it is believed, have re- 
mained faithful totneir pledges. But for the 
aid extended to them by this associanon vearly 
ail of these men would most likeiy, deprived of 
help and sbelter, have relapsed into tneir old 
vicious babits, and beceme incurable criminals. 
But, even after a year of well-doing fears are 
entertained by thuse who are at the head of the 
Prisoners’ Aid Association that unless assistance 
is given it the days of its usefuiness are over. 
Experience proves that in ordér to suecessfuily 
carry on its work it should bave a permanent 
home. Charity gets wearied of perpetual giv- 
ing, and that 1s, therefore, the wisest charity 
which gives enough to startan institution on a 
self-supporting basis. it is believed by those 
prominently identified with this enter- 
prise that if they could: obtain funds 
enough to get a permanent home 
they could make it a self-q@upporting institution; 
that they could set enougd. discharged coavicts 
at work there to provide ail the muovey needed 
to pay current expenses. Then the institution 
could enter upon a wider fieid of usefuiness thau 
is at present the case: then the number of desti- 
tute nen to whom it vould give assistance would 
be greatly increased; and then its utility usa 
means of preventing crime would become al! 
the mobre manifest. If this assistance is 
not giyen the association wiil probably 
along tor awhile dependent 
Chaoce givers, and then tinally 
The public ought to have been fa- 
miliarized by this time from the reports ia the 
newspapers with the work which the Prisoners’ 
Aid Association bas done: Switn its efforts for 
the reformawion not oniy of men discharged 
from Joliet, but also of women wbo are on che 
downward road to destruction. Through its ef- 
forts matrons have been placed in most of the 
police stauons, whose duty it is to look after 
the feinale prisoners, and who, in not a few in- 
stancés, have succeeded in holding back 
from crime giris who were just 
taking the first lessons therein. In view 
of what the institution has done and what it 
can do if properly supported, it would be deep- 
ly to be regretted if the charitable-minded 
should turn away from it and allow it to perish 
after a brief existence of a year.e 


FATHER KELLY. 
“RISHOP’’ M’NAMARA DEFENDS HIS CON- 

VERT AGAINST THE ASPERSIONS OF BISH- 

OP MARTY. 

“ Bishop’’ McNamara sends a lengthy com- 
munication to THe TRIBUNE, addressed to the 
Roman Catholic priests of Chicago, in which be 
defends Fatber Bérnard Kelly, and replies to 
the attack of his late Bishop upon bis character. 
He appealsto the priests to listen to a few 
words, showing that Father Kelly's faults, if he 


have any, are the “natural result of 
practices so prevalent in the Church of 
tome as to be of daily temptation 
to both priests and people. and so powerful as 
to draw many a Bishop and Archbishop in 
America into the most flagrant and sbocking 
drunkennes.’’ It was not to be wondered at, 
therefore, that many a fine young man became 
a victim of the babit. If all the priests and 
dignitaries who were “addicted to drink and 
forgot their sacred character’’ were expelled 
there would be few left. His * reverend broth- 
ers”’ would agree with him tbat it was 
not drinking that drove men out of 
the Church of Rome, but “ misgivings concern- 
ing certain doctrinal points,”’ thus ceasing to be 
in “good standing.”” He maintains Bisbop 
Marty’s “‘standard” to the contrary, that 
Father Kelly told the truth in his interview witb 
a TRIBUNE reporter. 

“ Bishop” McNamara makes tbe same offer 
to the priests of this city that he did to Kelly— 

the woutd stand between him and. Roman 
persecution, would pray with bim and defend 
him, and, if necessary, beg the world to assist 
him. Heasks.them to come out boldly’ and 
lead their people back to the religion of Jeru- 
sulem, of Mary, of Joseph, of Paul, of Peter, of 
CulumbKill, of Patrick. Under the Gospel in its 
pristine purity, he says, the Irish had learning 
ano plenty; under “ italian popery” they had 
iguorance, superstition, and starvation.

The Sheriff has for several months been try- 
ing to get service on Julius K. Graves, of Du- 
buque, Ia., who was a silent partner in the gro- 
cery firm of Fay & Conkey, which went under 
in the early part of the year. He was known tu 
be coming here on business periodically, but 
from the fuct that he was comparatively un- 
known he _ had succeeded in avoiding 
service until yesterday afternoon, when 
Deputy-Sheriff Nicholson found him 
atthe Sherman House. He started from Du- 
buque Monday evening, it appears, and was 
shadowed, and the moment he had been served 
word was sentto numerous other creditors of 
the firm that be wasin town, and they imme- 
diately procured writs. He was subsequently

IMMIGRATION. 


Unprecedented Rush to Oregon and 
Washington Territory. : 
PORTLAND, Ore., April 24.—[Special.]— 
The continued i mmigration to Oregon and 
Washington Territory is unprecedented. 
Since Jan. 1 the number of people brought 
to this section by the steamers of the Oregon 
Railway & Navigation Company and Pacific 
Coast steamships is 19,748. During the last 
thirty days nineteen steamers, averaging 
1,500 tons of freight each, have entered the 
Columbia River, eleven of which 
were passenger ships, averaging 530 pas- 
sengers per ship. Of the total immi- 
gration by ocean, about 50. per cent seek 
homes on Pugert Sound, while the rest 
seatter to the rich grain districts east of the 
Cascade Mountains. A great manyof the 
former are settling in the lower part of the 
Sound, in Whitecome County, which is par- 
ticularly adapted to raising of oats, and pro- 
duces crops of 100 bushels per acre. in 
addition to the immigration by steamship, 
large numbers are reaching Eastern Oregon 
und Washington overland. Cvlonies are 
settling within the Great Bend, of the Co- 
lumbia,-.and in the Palouse country. 


THE PRUSSIAN POLES. 

A hundred years of enforced union with Prus¢ 
sia have not lessened the ardor of the Poles for 
eventual lineration. A striking evidence of 
this was given in the Reichstag the other day 
when Dr. Stablewski made a passionate appeal: 
for the rights of his subjugated compatriots to 
speak and teach their own tongue in the pub- 
lic schools. Prussia has for a hundred years 
carried out the policy in Poland that has been 
adopted in Alsace-Lorraine. The nationality of 
the people bas been attacked by laws compel- 
ing the Poles to use only the German tongue. 
But they bave’ never succeeded. Hatred of 
Prussia is as. hot today as it was after the pill- 
age of the dismembered kingdom. The incident 
served to bring out a remarkable utterance 
from the official press, which, discussing the 
Polish deputy’s passionate plea for the restora- 
tion of Poland to its own people, remarked that, 
while Austria was so situated as to be able 
without danger, to surrender ber part of spoil 
of Poland, as her frontiers are guarded by the 
Carpatbiag mountain chain, Prussia could not 
venture upon such a rectification, because ber 
Eastern frontier would be left defenceless, were 
sbe to undo the wrong of a hundred years ago. 
The French have seizedthis significant admia- 
sion, and contrast it with the platitudes indulged 
by the German press in 1871. when Alsace-Lor- 
raine was reclaimed, because, during certain 
centuries, they bad been under German domin- 
ion. Nor are the Austrians pleased at the sug- 
ggrtice that Germany sees ao reason wby the 
fapsburgs should not give up their ill-gotten 
terriiory.

LOUISVILLE, Ky., April 24.—[Special.]—The 
Caidwells were today awarded damawges in the 
sum of $300 against the Louisville Daily Com- 
mercial by ajuryin the Common Pleas Court. 
Sometime ago that paper published a pre- 
tended interview with Mrs. Caldwell, in which 
she appeared in the attitude of a religious 
crank, the reporter alleging that she claimed to 
be an inspired womau and would soon euter the 
field as an evangelist; that ber twin boys were 
named Jesus Christ and George O. Barnes: and 
that the next one should be named Jehorab, etc.

GOPHER WORK. 


A Bank in a New York Vi'lacge Blown 
to Pieces by Protessional Cracksmen. 
RocuEster, N. Y., April 24.—[Special.|— 

A daring bank burglary in a village of 
Wayne County, this State, was effected last 
night, which is more notable for the reckless 
use of powder than for the amount of 
property stolen. The village is one of those 
quiet places considerably removed from rail- 
roads, and no one ever suspected it offered 
inducements to vault-blowers until this 
morning, when it was discovered that the 
whole front of a brick building, part of 
which was used as a bank 
and part as a hardware store. 
had been blown out. As soon 
as the owner, W. W. Burbank, was notified, 
he examined the premises and found it to be 
the work of professional safe-crackers. ‘The 
bank portion of the building contained a 
vault eight by ten feet in diameter set in the 
brick wall. The burglars entered by remov- 
ing a window-pane and unbolting the back 
door; the outer door of the vault was drilled 
and the combination broken witha sledge- 
hammer and chisel. The inner door, of steel, 
showed where an attempt had been made to 
bore through, which was given up, and pow- 
der was injected through the crevices insuch 
large amounts that when it exploded the 
whole front of the vault was burst off and 
the front of the building demolished of the 
glass. Inside the vauit the burglars found 
and carried away $700in silver and valuabie 
papers worth several thousand more to. the 
owner. Within the vault was a burglar- 
proof chest containing $10,000 incash and 
negotiable securities, besides other valuable 
papers. This ehest showed hard usage, but 
it was too heavy to carry away and 
tvo strong to break open, and_ so 
its contents were not disturbed. 
‘There is only aslight clew vo the burglars. 
‘Two strangers were seen wandering around 
the village during the day, and one of them 
went into the store and took observations on 
the lay of the land. Only a few weeks ago 
an equally bold and more profitable burg- 
lary was comtmnitted within fifty miles of this 
place. The authorities believe the jobs are 
done by New York safe-blowers who have 
confederates traveling about from one vil- 
lage to another locating the spot where the 
money of the town is kept, and where the 
police system is so slack that detection or in- 
terruption is not to be feared. The country 
is being scoured inall directions in hope of 
catching the burglars. 


FICKLE MARKLE. 


The Captain Experiences a Change of 
Heart as to the Settlement of His 
Father's Estate. 

PiITTsBURG, Pa., April 24.—|Special.]—An 
intimate friend of Capt, C. C.. Markle fur- 
nishes an explanation of his sudden depart- 
ure from Pittsburg a few weeks ago with 
$40,000 of the firm’s money. It appears that 
When Gen. Markle died last year he left an 
unsigned codicil to his will giving the home- 
stead property and the old papver-mill at Mill 
Grove, near West Newton, to his young¢st 
son, Shepherd Lb. Markle* Not being sigyed, 
the codicil was, of course, not legally bind- 
ing. All the other vast properties /of Gen. 
Markle were left to the two brothers and 
three sisters cojointly. Capt. C. C. Markle, 
after using much persuasion, finally had his 
father’s intentions carried out by having the 
homestead and old mill transferred to the 
wite of S. B. Markle in adeliberate and legal 
manner. Strange as it may seem, Capt. 
Markle become dissatisfied with the arrange- 
ment which he himself had made, and he 
took measures to get an offset to what bis 
brother had, and abouta month after the 
transter had been made, while the firm was 
doing a big business, he took his trip West 
with all the available funds of the firm. 
Iie afterwards explained that he did not 
consider himself fairly treated in the settle- 
ment of the estate and proposed to * get 
even.” After his return Capt. Markle told 
his brother that if he would give him halt of 
the profits of the West Newton mill for fif- 
teen years he would be satisfied, and if he 
did not, then he would try to break up the 
transfer. This wasrefused. The appraisers 
have made a report fixing the valuation of 
the firm’s assets at $650,000. Capt. Markle is 
dissatisfied with the appraisem«nt, claiming 
that $70,000 assets were not taken into ac- 
count. He is considering the advisability of 
resorting to litigation. 


A POLICEMAN KILLED. 

New ORLEANS, La., April 23.—(Speciai.]—At 
an early hour yesterday Police-Officer Coffee 
was shot by anegro desperado named Al Gos- 
sett, whom he bad arrested for larceny ina 
gambling denon Franklin street. Coffee died 
while on bis way to the hospital. The assasin was 
shot in the room before he allowed himself to 
be taken. Gossett 1s an ex-convict from the 
lllinois penitentiary at Chester, and came here 
two years ago from St. Louis, bis reputation as 
aburglar and desperado preceding him. He 
was convicted of burglary in New Orleans a 
few months ago, aud sentenced for fifteen 
years, but made his escape, and was baving the 
run of tpe city when the killi vecurred, 
Coffee had been twenty-five years policeman.
